VEIL Of SECRECY ENVELOPS GERMANY 


Copenhagen, May 2.—The speech which was to have been made in 
the reichsta^^ by Dr. von Bethmann-Hollweg, the German imperial 
chancellor, on peace and international relations, has been postponed 
to a more fitting- occasion, according to word received here. 


According to the Berlin Tagcblatt, as quoted in a dispatch on 
Tuesday, von Bctlimaun-Hollweg was to have made a peace offer in 
The reichslajr on Thursday. 


The speech had been 
awaited 
with the greatest interest in view 
of the recent reports of conditions 
in Germany, notably in connection 
Avith labor and socialism and also 
because of an intimation in one of 
the German newspapers that the 
moderation of the German peace 
terms

Authentic news from Germany 
has been so meagre of laie that it 
is difficult to judge what develop- 
meiils either internal or external 
may have induced the chancellor 
to alter his reported decision to 
make . nother announcement

relations and possibly her definite 
war aims.

Amsterdam, May 2.—Via London—One million, three hundred 
thonsaiid Germans have perished in the war, according to a state- 
ment made by Joseph Friederich Naunann, formerly a conservatice 
member of the reichstag. Herr Naunann, lecturing on tJie ''Influence 
of war on population," said in part: "Until now the war has caused 
H loss of J,300,000 dead. This with the decrease in birth, gives a re- 
duction of 3,800,000. The surplus of females has increased from 800,- 
000 to far more than 2,000,000. 
The nation has bled as never since 
the thirty years war.'- 


The report of the lecture received here does not state where it

The size of the seed piece has a pro- 
' nounced influence on the yield. Plenty 
of plant food to give the plant a good 
start is of more importance than the 
number of eyes. 
All that is necessary 
is for each piece to have one or two 
good e>^s from which to sprout. Three 
will do no harm, but a larger number 
is usually 
undesirable 
because of 
a 
tendency to increase the percentage of 
small 
potatoees. 


The early 
Ohio 
and 
other quick- 
growing 
varieties 
should 
seldom 
be 
cut into 
pieces 
weighing 
less than 
three-quarters 
of 
an 
ounce. 
Slow 
growing (fall and winter 
producers.) 
such as the Rural N e w Yorker. Car- 
man No. 3, Sir Walter Raleigh, should 
nevet be cut into pieces weighing less 
than one ounce. 


The general rule is that if the soil 
is very fertile larger seed pieces, hav- 
ing more e.ves m a y be planted, 
and 
larger pieces should be planted about 
three inches farther apart than small 
ones. 


In view of the high price of pota- 
toes a method of obtaining seed 
po- 
tatoes that might be m a d e use of, is 
the following suggestion of an 
Eng- 
lishman. Frederick Kieble, director of 
the 
British 
Royal 
Hjorticultural 
so- 
ciety gardens: 


"From 
each 
batch 
of 
potatoes 
brought into the ktchen for cooking , 
cut off before peeling the 'rose end.' i 
that is, the end where most 'eyes' are. 
Each piece should weigh not Je.ss than 
one 
and 
one-half 
ounces. 
Properly 
treated this piece, if planted, will pro- 
duce a good plant and 
bear a 
fair 
crop. 


"For this two things are necessary. 
First, prevent shriveling and. second, 
proper sprouting. 
To prevent shrivel- 
ing dust over the cut surface of the 
piece either a little powdered 
plaster 
of paris or dry slaked lime, oi' 
finely 
powdered 
charcoal. 


"For 
proper 
sprouting 
the 
piece 


m a y be placed in a shallow box rest- 
ing on leaf mold or sand. 
The 
box 
should 
be kept in the w i n d o w of 
a 
cool, but frost-proof room. 
By plant- 
ing time each piece should have pro- 
duced sprouts from one-half to one- 
inch in length and m a y be planted in 
the s a m e way as seed potatoes. 


Be careful not to break or bruise 
the sprouts in handling. 


Badly diseased tubers, found 
while 
cutting, should be discarded, to aid in 
controlling underground diseases. 
In 
case of slightly diseased 
tubers, 
the 
affected part may be cut away, being 
sure to remove enough to get rid of 
all diseased 
material. 


After the seed has been selected and 
the soil prepared, the potatoes should 
be carefully planted. 
Growers differ 
as to the proper depth, but four inches 
has 
given 
excellent 
results. 
W h e r e 
the soil is very loose, inclined some- 
what 
tobe 
blowy and 
powdery, 
five 
inches would not be too deep to plant. 
Questions 
also 
arise 
concerning 
the 
spacing of the rows and of the indi- 
vidual plants in the row. 
W e 
quote 
descriptions of a notable crop grown 
a few years ago: 


"The first prize in the potato con- 
test for the states of 
Massachusetts, 
Rhode 
Island 
and 
Connecticut 
was 
won by Mr. A. W. Butler, 
Brockton, 
IMass., who.se 
yield 
w a s 365 bushels 
from one acre. 
Mr. Butler's acre was 
planted on 
rocky 
loam. 
The 
rows 
were thirty-six inches apart and seed- 
ed with Green Mountains, cut to two 
eyes, 
planted 
fourteen 
inches 
apart, 
by hand, 
and 
covered 
three inches 
deep. 
The piece was cultivated 
five 
times by machine: 
First, w h e n the 
potatoes were two inches high, 
and 
then about evcrj- two weeks." 


Later on. when they come up you 
can begin hilling the ground 
around 
them. 
This gives the tuber.s more un- 
derground 
space, 
especially 
is 
this 
necessary if your subsoil is heavy and 
hasn't been worked in other seasons.

The world faces a serious food i>roh- 
lem. The reports of the International 
Agricultural Institute show that for the 
first time in many years there exists a 
serious deficit in the total available 
world supply of corn, wheat, rye, bar- 
ley and oats. 
This deficit is estimated 
by David I^ubin to be about 150,000,- 
000 bushels less than the normal re- 
(luiremeiits for countries open to trade. 


The problem is more than a general 
one. 
It is one which Ave at home in 
America must face. 


The croi) report just issued indicates 
that the supply of wlieat will be more 
than fiO.OOO.OOO bushels less than lust 
year's supply. 


In Kansas and Nebraska, the winter 
kill and drought have made heavy in- 
roads into the total product of these

is

shortage of farm labor. 


Tliere are not enougli men to man 
our farms. 
If we enlist the school 
children in this work " they can serve 
with results as beneficial to themselves 
as to the nation. 


There will 
be 
better results from 
training drills with the spade and hoe 
than from parading America's young- 
sters up and down the school yard. 
It 
is of no value to give military drill to 
boys of 14. A rifle is nothing for them 
to moneliey with. 


Work of an agricultural nature per- 
mets us to mobilize our children in the 
great 
national 
and 
super-national 
struggle before us. 
It will give the 
children healthful e.xereise, a sense of 
reality which means so much to chil- 
dren and a sense of service in perform- 
ance of work really useful. 


Organized work will sustain the In- 
terest of the school child.

This is the old medieval idea. 
Tt is 
not the twentieth century idea. 
One 
thing is siettled in the popular mind in 
regard to this war. 
It is that no man 
should be permitted to profit by it. 
f^ond issues mean that wealth .sacri- 


fices nothing. Wealth invests in bonds, 
eventually Retting its money back and 
more, too, through drawing its in- 
terest. 


Taxation is the tmly humane and 
democratic method of bearing the bur- 
dens of war. 
Wealth must be bled, as 
well as human bodies. 
Money must 
be taken by the nation from its pos- 
sessors in taxes, not a dollar of it ever 
to be returned, not to mention inter- 
est payments niatle. 


If the present congress takes the 
medieval or Wall street view that war 
in this more intelligent and 
demo- 
cratii: age is to he Ccwrried on as it has 
heretofore been carrletl on. for the 
benefit t>f bond-buyers antl bond-hold- 
ers. at the common expense, its stu- 
pidity and lack of Hi>und patriotism 
will be resented by nine-tenths of the 
American peoi)le. 


Such bontl issues as are absolutely 
neces.sai-y should be issued in small 
«lenomination-s, but a war wliose ctists 
are measuretl in billions can not be 
financed by small denomination bond 
issues. 


The democratic and the Wall street 
ideas of how war is to be paid for have 
come to a clasli, and public opinion 
should make itself emphatically felt 
again.st the prf>positioM that mone}" is 
to gain 
anything from war. 
This 
means drastic income taxation, and 
other taxes ratetl not according to con- 
sumption but according to ability to 
pay.

Diplomats. 


Rene Viviani and Marshal Joffre, 
the distinguished heads of the French 
mission, are requested by Mayor W. J. 
Hosey and the common council to stop 
for twenty minutes in Fort 
Wayne 
when they pass through this city, en- 
route to Chicago from Washington. 


If the French envoys accept the in- 
vitation to stop here they will be ex- 
tended a welcome In behalf of the en- 
tire state of Indiana. 
Should the dip- 
lomats consent to "receive tiie hom- 
age of the second cjty of the strte," it 
will be their only stop in our state. 
Elaborate arrangements may be made 
to have state officials gather liere and 
to join in welcoming the French rep- 
resentatives upon their entrance to In- 
diana. 


Plans for a gigantic demonstration 
will not be completed until word is 
received from Joffre and Viviani in 
answer to the invitation extended to 
theni Tuesday night, and which was 
mailed to AVashington at tlie close" of 
the council session. 
As Mayor Hosey 
states, "it will be a grand effort to 
portray the welcome of Indana and 
ort 
Wayne 
to 
our 
distinguished 
friends from across the seas. 
We will 
show them the spirit of our devotion 
to Lafayette and tiie democracy of 
France." 


The council 
chamber, 
which was 
filled by citizens, who had jnet to dis- 
cuss the daylight savings plan, Tues- 
day evening, shook with the hearty 
applause which greeted 
the 
action, 
when the 
city 
council unanimously 
voted to adopt the resolution inviting 
M. Viviani and Marshal Joffre to stop 
in Fort Wayne. The demonstration by 
the men 
and 
women, representing 
nearly every form of commercial life 
in the city, who had appeared to rep- 
resent their interests before tlie coun- 
cil, is taken as an expression of the 


public voice of Fort Wayne towards 
welcoming the eminent Frenchmen. 


The envoys will travel from Pitts- 
burg to Chicago "within a few days," 
the word has gone out. Exact time of 
their trip west is not known. 
Mayor 
Hosey believes they will travel on the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad. 
If 
they 
do 
tliey must make a brief stop in Fort 
Wayne, while engines are changed on 
the limited ti-ain, Mayor Hosey says. 
It would be the proper time for them 
to receive the formal respect of Indi- 
ana and Fort Wayne, the mayor be- 
lieves, and the city council joins with 
him to a man. 


Chicago is preparing a reception for 
the diplomats, who were recently given 
a grand ovation in congress. 
Mayor 
Hosey tiiinks it would be especially 
fitting for Fort Wayne to pay tlie men 
from the land of Lafayette, a tribute 
in order to show the true loyalty of 
our city, which he says was under sus- 
picion some time ago because of the 
citizens of German descent who make 
up its population. 


Answer to the resolution, which asks 
the Frenchmen to stop here, should be 
returned from 
Washington Tuesday 
evening, Mayor Hosey thinks. 
Tf tlie 
men will come this Avay and will ling- 
er here for a few minutes, they will 
be subjects of a grand ovation, to be 
prepared at once. 


The resolution adopted by the city 
signed by Mayor Hosey, follows: 


"ViHiereas, it is officially announced 
that the French envoy.s to America 
are to pass througli Fort Wayne to 
Cliicago, and, 


"Whereas, the people of Fort Wayne 
of every racial extraction, in keen ap- 
preciation of the invaluable services 
rendered to this republic in the dark- 
est days of the revolution in contri- 
buting materially to the financing of 
the fight of Washington, and in send- 
ing her gallant soldiers, under Lafay- 
ette to battle by our side in the name 
of liberty, desire an opportunity to 
manifest our gratitude to France b>* 
paying special tribute to her special 
commission, therefore be it 


"Resolved. 
That the 
city of Fort 
Wayne, through its common council 
and its mayor, extend an urgent invi- 
tation to the French commission to 
stop for twenty minutes in passing 
through the city to receive the homage 
of our people."

Care of Woodwork

dust 
woodwork 
one or more 
damp 
fiannelette 
dustei-s are useful. 
A steel wire brush, such as is used by 
painters, will expedite the cleaning out 
of corners and angles when woodwork 
has been badly neglected. 


Begin at one corner of the room and 
dust the baseboard and wainscoting. 


Do the doors and windows as they 
come. 


Use the dusters to wipe up the dust 
and do not shake them about. 
When 
one duster becomes dirty, take anoth- 
er. 
Go over every board of the wood- 


work and be careful not to slur over 
the corner."».

Members of the board of works will 
decide how they are to raise funds for 
building the Tenth ward fire station 
Wednesday afternoon at 3:30 o'clock.

The lowest bid on the proposed en- 
gine house was $8,695. 
The highest 
bid submitted 
Monday was 
nearly 
$12,000. 
Only method for obtaining 
the extra money is from the general 
fund, Mayor William J. Hosey states. 
Board members say they expect to ar- 
range for raising the money at once, 
as the fire station is badly needed in 
the Tenth ward. 


The fact that the bids for the Tenth 
ward structure are double the amount 
originally set aside for erecting the 
building has caused a deep despond- 
ency among those who expected to 
have the proposed city coliseum built 
for 
$180,000. 
Several city 
officials 
have now admitted that they cannot 
hope to have 
the large auditorium 
constructed from first class materials 
for that 
amount. 
Present price of 
steel and other building materials will 
make the cost of the structure at least 
$220,000, say contractors who have 
studied the present market conditions. 


The general movement is to have the 
erecting of the coliseum put off until 
after the unsettled war conditions have 
become normaL 


The city council was convinced, on 
Tuesday evening, that Fort Waj-ne'.s 
health, happiness and hope of victory 
in the world war depends upon this 
city adopting a new standard of time. 
In order to gain 223 daylight hours, 
between six o'clock and nightfall, in 
the next six months, the council re- 
solved to order all clocks of the city 
set ahead one hour, starting May 12.

Arguments in favor of changing the 
clock 
all

would bring to the back yard gardens. 
The change was declared a boon to 
health, happiness and prosperity. It 
was hailed as the champion of \irtue 
and the deadly enemy of vice. 


Handmaid of Vice. 


"Darkness 
is 
the 
handmaid 
of 
vice," said one speaker. 
"Let us turn 
the clocks ahead and save our girls 
from disgrace. 
Nine o'clock 
is the 
witching hour 
for children. 
They 
gather home at that time. 
Let us 
make it a time when shadows linger 
instead of an hour of blackness." 


Robert B. Hanna. representing the 
food relief committee, spoke at length 
in favor of the time change.

The principal speaker against the 
measure was hi.ssed repeatedly until

Councilman Herman Korte cast the 
only vote against the resolution for 
changing the time. 
He said he felt 
that the ])lan did not meet with the 
wishes of the majority of the resident.s 
of the Tenth ward. 


The i-esolution adopted by the com- 
mittee of the whole and which will bo 
passed by the council next Tuesday 
evening provides 
that the 
daylight 
saving plan, 
of turning 
all clock;? 
ahead in Fort Wayne one hour, will 
go into effect on May 12 and will con- 
tinue until November 12.

Get the Habit 


Much illness and 
suffering amonj? 
babies, 
commonly 
attributed 
to 
the 
"second s u m m e i " or to teething, is due 
to errors in feeding. 
The baby accus- 
tomed to milk, cannot at once adjust 
himself to a varied Uiet of .solid foods. 


The safe rule for feeding the bkby 
is to add but one new food at a time; 
to watch carefully the effect of each 
one, and to withdraw it and return to 
the simpler diet at the first sign of 
trouble. 


These rules are )»articularly import- 
a n t in summer, when a baby is more 
readili" upset. 


The following list shows the day's 
meals for a baby in his second year: 


7 A. M.—Milk; zwieback, toast, or 
diied bread. 


a A. M.—Orange juice. 
10 A. M.—Cereal; cup of milk. 
2 P. M.—Broth, 
meat, 
vegetable, 
stale bread, baked apple. 


6 
P. 
M.—Cereal, 
milk, 
toast 
or 
bread. 


10 P. M.—Milk (may be omitted.) 
At this time the baby should be tak- 
ing about one quart 
of 
milk 
in 
24 
hours; part of this may be poured over 
the cereal. 


Oatmeal 
should 
be 
cooked 
three 
hours, with a little salt in the water. 
It should be served without sugar, or 
with very little. 
The lighter cereals 
should be cooked at least an hour. 


Bread for young children must have 
been thoroughly baked and should be 
when used at least two days old. 
Ten- 
der toast l3 made by cutting thin slices 
f r o m such a loaf and allowing them to 
dry still more, then toasting them to a 
delicate brown over a quick fire. 


The child may have a small portion 
of baked apple or prunes once a day in 
addition 
to his morning 
feeding of 
orange juice. 
T h e apple should 
be 


baked very tender, and all the skin, 
seeds, and hard parts shoulcf be re- 
moved. 
P r u n e s should be very care- 
fully washed, soaked all 
night, 
then 
cooked until very tender, 
with 
veiy 
little sugar. 
A small portion of the 
strained pulp may be given instead of 
apple, and the juice may be used al.so. 


The child may have about a table- 
spoonful of -scraped meat, or a soft- 
boiled or coddled egg once a day. Beef, 
broiled, boiled, or roasted, the tender 
part of a lamb chop, or the delicate 
meat of chicken or fish may be used. 
All meat should be scraped or minced 
very fine, as no child of this age can 
be trusted to chew it properly. 


A small portion of 
some 
properly 
cooked green vegetable like spinach 
or tender string beans may be 
given. 
Such vegetables should be fresh. They 
should be cooked, then drained 
and 
mashed or strained through a colander.

How to Grow Potatoes—One Big, Easy Way to Cut the High .Cost of Living. 
(This department is conducted bythe Fort Wayne branch of the National Food Relief Committee.) 


(Another of the scries on how to 


run your own garden, what and when 
to plant, how to plant and care for It, 
and cut the cost of living.) 


(By 11 Gardner.) 


Your back yard or the vacant lot 


nearby is a veritable gold mine, from 
which you can dig gold's equivalent— 
potatoes. 


This war has made the price of 


potatoes high and the chances are 
prices will be higher. 


The thing to do is to grow your own 


potatoes. 


Ordinarily I would not advise the 


small gardener to raise potatoes. 


Ideal potato soil is rich, loose, 


loamy, sandy or gravelly: therefore, 
as any soil is made to approach a soil 
of this kind, it becomes adaptable to 
the growing of the best potatoes, ex- 
plains a practical grower in The Gar- 
den Magazine. N. Y. Incidentally, 
almost any soil grows potatoes and 
here is the way to go aliout it: 


If your soil is heavy, try to get some 


sand to mix with it. especially in the 
potato patch. But as a general thing 
potatoes will grow in any soil, the dif- 
ference being chiefly that the tubers 
are apt to be knotty and of poorer ap- 
pearance when grown in heavy soil. 


Any kind of manure may be used. 


The potato patch 
should be spaded 


deep, deeper, if possible, than any oth- 
er portion ot the garden. This gives 
the potatoes more room under the sur- 
face. 


Plant as soon as your ground can be 


worked, and if there is danger of frost, 
cover the plants. 


Use old boxes, 
buckets or burlap 


miniature tents, taking off tho covers 
in the morning, or when danger of 
frost has passed. 


Tho cut seed should be uniform i?i 


ni~.e and as blocky in shape as poftxlblc. 
Long, thin pieces arc more liable lo 
rot. especially if planted early, when 
tho soil Is cold and wet. 


Get a. peck ot 
gooii seed potatoes 


PiRht tho hljth cost of living; by 


your own food in yonr own 


granlon. 


and cut them by hand with a sharp 
knife. 


The size of the seed piece has a pro- 


nounced influence on the yield. Plenty 
of plant food to give the plant a good 
start is of more importance than the 
number of eyes. All that is necessary 
is for each piece to have one or two 
good eyes from which to sprout. Three 
will do no harm, but a larger number 
is usually undesirable because of a 
tendency to increase the percentage of 
small potatoees. 


The early Ohio and other quick- 


growing varieties should seldom be 
cut into pieces weighing less than ] 
three-quarters of an ounce. 
Slow: 


growing (fall and winter producers.) 
such as the Rural N'ew Yorker. Car- 
man No. 3, Sir Walter Raleigh, should 
never be cut into pieces weighing less 
than one ounce. 


The general rule is that if the soil 


is very fertile larger seed pieces, hav- 
ing more eyes may be planted, and 
larger pieces should be planted about 
three inches farther apart than small 
ones. 


In view of the high price of pota- 


toes a method of obtaining seed po- 
tatoes that might be made use of. is 
the following suggestion of an Eng- 
lishman, Frederick Kieble. director wf 
the British Royal Horticultural so- 
ciety gardens: 


"From 
each 
batch 
of 
potatoes 


brought into the ktchon for cooking 
cut oft before peeling the 'rose end.' 
that is, the end •where most 'eyes' are. 
Each piece should weigh not less than 
ono and one-half ounces. 
Properly 


treated this piece, if planted, will pro- 
duce a good plant and bear a fair 
crop. 
"For this two things arc necessary. 


First, prevent shriveling sind. second, 
proper sprouting. To prevent shrivel- 
ing dust over tho cut surface of tho 
piece cither a Ilttlo powdered plaster 
of parls or dry slaked lime, or finely 
powdered charcoal- 


"For proper sprouting tho piece 


may be placed in a shallow box rest- 
ing on leaf mold or sand. 
The box 


should be kept in the window of a. 
cool, but frost-proof room. By plant- 
ing time each piece should have pro- 
duced sprouts from one-half to one- 
inch in length and may be planted in 
the same way as seed potatoes. 


Be careful not to break or bruise 


the sprouts in handling. 


Badly diseased tubers, found whil< 


cutting, should be discarded, to aid in 
controlling underground diseases. In 
case of slightly diseased tubers, th' 
affected part may be cut away. beinK 
sure to remove enough to get rid o 
all diseased material. 


After the seed has been selected am 


the soil prepared, the potatoes shoulc 
be carefully planted. 
Growers diffe 


as to the proper depth, but four inchc 
has given excellent results. 
Wher 


the soil is very loose, inclined some 
what tobe blowy and powdery, tiv 
inches would not be too deep to plant 
Questions also arise concerning th 
spacing of the rows and of the indi 
vidual plants in the row. We quot 
descriptions of a notable crop grow 
a few years ago: 


"The llrst prize in the potato con 


test for the states of Massachusetts 
Rhode Island and Connecticut wa 
won by Mr. A. W. Butler. Brockton 
Mass.. whose yield was 365 bushel 
from one acre. Mr. Butler's acre wa 
planted on 
rocky loam. 
The row 


were thirty-six inches apart and seed 
cd with Green'Mountains, cut to tw 
eyes, planted fourteen inches apar 
by hand, and covered three inchc 
deep. 
Tho piece was cultivated Hv 


times by machine: 
First, when th 


potatoes were two Indies high, an 
then about every two weeks."

there can lie no gathering this year. 


Millions of Americans, giving a little time 


each clay to home gardens or vacant lot cul- 
tivation can add hundreds ot millions of 
pounds to the food supply for next winter. 
Millions of Americans can make, it a surety 
that they shall continue to be well fed—as 
Americans always have been—and that the, 
costs of living shall be kept within bounds. 
There is but the one way and that is to make 
sure that food production is ample. It will 
not be ample save that the agricultural in- 
dustry be reinforced by the labors of millions 
who commonly have nothing to do with food 
but its consuinptiou and never its production.

Care of Woodwork 


BY MARY VTJUE WATSOJT. 


(Domestic Science Expert, Ontario 


Agricultural College.) 


To dust woodwork one or more 


damp flannelette dusters arc. useful. 
A steel wire- brush, such as is used by 
painters, will expedite the cleaning out 
of corners and aijglcs when woodwork 
has been badiy neglected. 


Begin at one corner of the room and 


•lust the baseboard and wainscoting. 


Do the doors and windows as they 


:ome. 


Use the dusters to wipo up the dust 


and do not shake them about. When 
ono duster becomes dirty, tuko anoth- 
er. Go over every board of the wood- 


work and bo careful not to slur over 
the corners. 


To clean woodwork a fiber tub, two 


flannelette dusters, borax and warm 
water make the work easy, but a 
bucket :i.n«l piece of old underwear can 
take th'-ir place. 


Tut ii level tablespoonful of borax 


into the tub and half fill the tub with 
warm water. 


Wash a section uf the woodwork
